MAY 6, 1887, BOOK IN LIBRARY SAYS 


Upland in 1887 is described, 
briefly in a new book recently 
acquired by the Upland public 
library, according to Mrs. F. H. 
Manker, librarian. The book is 
“The Boom of the Eighties in 
Southern California’, by Glenn S. 
Dumke, a Huntington library 
| publication. 

While the ‘book does not con- 
tain a great deal about Upland, | 
or “Magnolia”, as it was known 
in those days, it is interesting be- 
cause “Magnolia” ties in with the 
rest of Southern California and 
small nearby communities. 

“About three miles north of 
Ontario,” the book says, “on the 
route of the gravity railway. was 
Upland, another boom town. 
Founded as Magnolia Villa by the, 
Bedford brothers in 1887, it prof- 
ited by its position as a way sta- 
tion between Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino.” 

In the book, news story about 
Upland is quoted from the Los | 
Angeles Tribune of May 7, 1897.

Fruit Growers Oppose 
‘$60 at 60° Amendment 


Breaking a long standing policy 
of neutfality on political questions, 
the board of directors of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers exchange 
has passed a resolution opposing 
Proposition 11, the old age nensioer 
measure, appearing on the Novem- 
ber 7 ballot. This. proposition 


| would levy a three to five percent 
| tax on 


all gross business in the 
state of California. 

“This organization is not op- 
posed to old age pensions,” stated 


| Paul S, Armstrong, general man- 


ager of the exchange. “We are, 
however, cvposed to a_ needless 
measure which would result in a 


| staggering tax burden on the cit- 
| rus industry for the benefit of a 


minority of our population.” 

“Under the provisions of Propo- 
sition 11 the citrus industry would 
have been taxed from 8 million to 
35 million dollars on last year’s 
business,” stated Armstrong. “The 
wide variance in the estimate is 
due to the loose wording of the 
proposition and the wide interpre- 
tation allowed.” 


SAFEWAY STRIKES 
PRODUCE CLAIMS 


Inauzgurating a new produce 
buying policy which will reduce the 
farmer’s cost of selling his pro- 
duce, Safeway Stores, Inc., today 
announced that the company will 








‘assume in-transit responsibility for 


all produce purchased at the ship- 
ping point. 

The new policy is a blow at the 
practice of produce buyers solicit- 
ing and receiving adjustments 
from shippers for questionable 
claims, the announcement said. 

“While it has never been Safe- 
way’s policy to present such claims 
the practice has become so general 
that it has affected the cost of 
farmers selling their produce and 
therefore has been reflected in of- 
fering prices,” declared Lingan A. 
Warren, president of Safeway 
Stores, Inc, 

The new Safeway policy in- 
structs its buyers of produce that 
all purchases requiring shipment 
shall be covered by written orders 
specifically setting forth the terms 
of sale, shipment and delivery. No 
claims for loss shall be made 
against shippers unless the ship- 
per has failed to comply with the 
written terms of the purchase or- 
der and such failure is the primary 
cause of loss. 

_Warren’s. announcement listed 
two exceptions to the rule of writ- 
ten orders which may be recogniz- 
ed by Safeway’s buyers. These 
are when a producer or shipper de- 
sires to assume the intransit risks 
or when the producer feels that the 
quality does ‘not justify an> f.0.b.

COUNTY PROPOSALS EXPECTED DEC, 4

Harvest of the fi first grape crop 
will be completed by the South- 
ern California Farmers association 
at Cucamonga within the next 
few weeks, Ted MacLaren, man- 
ager, reports, and harvesting of 
the second crop will probvably be 
finished by December 1. 

In years past, the second crop 
has frequently been left on the 
vines because its harvest was un- 
profitable, but grape prices this 
year are high and warrant picking 
it, he said. 

Mr. MacLaren estimated the as- 
Sociation’s grape crop thiS year 
will approximate 37,000 tons, due 
principally to increased acreage. 
While the crop is not the heaviest 
in the community’s history, it is 
exceptionally large and exceeds 
Jast year’s crop of 35,000 tons. 

Fifty German prisoners of war. 
250 Mexican Nationals and tran- 
sient workers are harvesting the 
grapes. 

‘SS. L. Virene, farm placement 
manager for the county, states 
that the seasonal crops of grapes, 
walnuts, tomatoes and apples are 
all being harvested at a satisfac- 
tory rate due to continued good 
weather. 

Approximately 4300 seasonal 
workers are employed tn packing 
these crops. About 900 are Mex- 
ican Nationals and 250 are Ger- 
man prisoners of war used in the 
Ontario and Chino districts.
